Sullivan in this city caused much excitement yes- 
terday. Small fry sluegers returned to the inner- 
most recesses of their haunts and wondered if the 
“Great 1 am” of the P. R. was 
bent on knocking out every man he met. But Mr. 
Sullivan was in a cheerful mood and reported about 
town thathe had come here for the purpose of 
matching Pete McCoy against Dominick McCaf- 
kerey. This is news that will make Mr. McCafferey 
happy. He can now be sad only on account that 


Sullivan did not come here to match himself against 
the youthful Pittsburger. The champion, who, by 
his own admissions, now relinquishes the title, said 
ho was prepared to match Coy against Me 
Cafferey according to the prize ring rules 
for from $100 to $2.500 a side. He allows himself to 

re gracefully from the position of champion by 
yee McCoy for the honors, and seeks to excuse 
his back-dowu by saying: ‘‘I have given up fighting 
according to London prize ring rules, and Lhave 
done meeting chumps."

The Murderer of Beverly Taylor and 
His Family Hanged This 
Morning. 


The End of a Murderous Career—Leader of 
the *‘Burkers’’and Professional*‘Stiff Rais- 
ers’’—A Crime Which Precipitated the Ciu- 
cinnati Riote—History of the Affair.

CrscrxnatTi1, September 12.—Benjamin Johnson, 
colored, was hanged this morning for complicity 
with Allen Ingalls in the murder of Beverly Taylor 
and wife and little girl near Avondale last February~ 
The bodies of the victimsof that crime were im- 
mediately brought by Ingalls and Johnson to the 
Ohio Medica] College and the murderers received 
$45 for the subjects.“ * week 
afterward the bodies were found in the 
college and Ingalls and Johnson were arrested. 
The atrocity of this crime, together with the action 
of the jury in fixing the grade of William Berner's 
crime at manslaughter, when there was a clear case 
of murderin the first degree, were potent causes 
leading to the great riot. Johnson was attended the 
last fifteen minutes in his cell by Dr. Joyce, alone. 
The _— sheriff read the warrant a few 
minutes before 10. Johnson listened with a wild 
look, but said nothing. He knelt on the scaffold 
during a very brief prayer, and then madea short 


place in the Jail yard, the scaffold being screened 
by canvas. 


The Crime. 

The history of Johnson's crime. which created so 
great a sensation, and, ina measure, precipitated 
the Cincinnati riots, is given below: On Friday 
night, February 15, 1884, a small cabin near Avon- 
dale was burned. It had been occupied by Beverly 
Taylor, an old negro, his wife and an adopted daugh- 
ter, Eliza Jane Lambert, aged eleven. On Saturday 
morning the charred ruins of the old hut suggested 
to people inthe vicinity the death by fire of the 
three inmates during the night. Mr. Mills, the own- 
er of the hut, made a search amor the ashes for 


bodies or bones, yet found nothing. Marshal Brown, 
of Avondale, took the case in hand for serious in- 
vestigation. A week later, following an intuitive 
clue, he found the bodies of the missing poems 
in the dissecting room of the Ohio 
Medical College, on Sixth, near Vine. The 
bodies were found as brought to the colleze. The 
skuil of each was fractured. There was unmistaka- 
ble evidence that each person had been murdered. 
Subsequent investigation showed that they had 
been brouzht to the college on the night of the fire 
by two negroes, who had been paid for the bodies 
by Dr. Cilley, the demonstrator in anatomy. Mar- 
shal Brown at once arrested Allen Ingalls and Ben. 
Johnson, in Avondale, charging them with murder- 
ing the Taylor family. Further investigation and 
confessions revealed the following terrible story: 
On the night of the murder Ingalls and Johnson 
went together to the Taylor hut. They were well 
acquainted with the family. Both were 
ARMED WITH CLUBS 
and carried with them gunny sacks in which to put 
the bodies. Going into the hut they found the three 
people sitting about tbe fireplace. They all Jumped 
up at the intrusion. Ingaiis struck the old man a 
terrible blow with a-locust club. Johnson knocked 
in the skull of the young girl and both soon killed 
the old lady. Then the three dead bodies were put 
into a sack and carried outside. The hut was set on 
fire and the ghouls left with their bodies R. B. 
Dixon, an ex man, was in waiting near by. The 
bodies were put into his wagon and all went into 
the city. Ingalls satu one of the bodies and 
smoked his dirty pipe during the journey. At the 
Coll the bodies were taken out and carried in b 
Ingalls and Johnson Ingalls received $2) from Dr. 
Cilley and was promised $20 at another timé. Both 
7 then went to their homes on Crescent ave- 
nue, in Avondale.

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A TERRIBLE TRIP. 


Yellow Fever Experiences on the Brig 
Anita Owen. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Diapator. 

New Yor, September 12.—The.terrible sufferings 
of Capt. Murphy and the crew of the ‘bark Anita 
Owen, from yellow fever, have seldom been equaled 
by any party on board a vessel infested with any 
disease. Capt. Murphy, who has endured the ago- 
nies of yellow fever on three different occasions, re- 
covered from the last attack six daysago. He nat- 
urally is a healthy man, but his suffering has re 
duced his weight until he is now almost a skeleton, 
and very weak. He related the story of the voyage 
of his vessel, the Anita Owen, to a party of sailor 
friends yesterday. and the pathetic manner in 
which he told it brought tears to the eyes of many.

Previous o our de 
re, Sailor Conway of Philadelphia was taken 
sick with yellow fever, but he so piteously to 
sailaway with us, that I consented, the hospital 
doctor assuring me that Conway was convalescing, 
and there was no danger from him. When we le 
the port there were on board myself, my wife, the 
first and second mates, the cook and crew of five 
men, including Conway. The latter is the only man 
of the crew alive today. On the first night out 
one of the sailors was taken sick with yellow fever, 
We isolated him and did our best to — 1 * his 
silfferings, but it was unavailing, and he died in four 
— 3 with the black vomit. In the meantime my 
wife was taken down with the same disease 
and I gave most of my attention to 
her. Two days after the first man died and two 
more seamen and myself were taken down very sud- 
denly. Conway was still unable to work, and my 
son rge, with the first mate, worked the ship and 
attended to our wants for twelve days. I recovered 
sufficiently to work on the 4th instant. If I had been 
sick two days more! think my noble mates would 
have died from exhaustion. The heat all this time 
was intense. On the 6th instant one of the sick men 
died, followed on the next day by the third man of 
our crew, Both were 
BURIED AT SFA, 
and about this time we discovered we were short of 
provisions. We were making very slow progress, 
and could not conjecture w much longer we 
would be out. We began to decrease our food al- 
lowance and our sufferings became greater. The 
only working man of our crew became sick with the 
dread fever about this time, and more work was 
laced upon us. Our cook was of no use. He was 
righteued almost to death, and every ache he felt 
he swore was yellow fever. Poor fellow; we pit ed 
him, and allowed him to and 
yell without attention, knowing that he was 
not sick. Me could get no work out of him. 
we were within a day of port, Conway became able 
towork, We reached the Lower autine on 
Wednesday last, and the one man of our crew suf- 
fering from the disease was taken to the 3 
where he died last night in terrible agony. I 
never for the sufferings of our dying men, 
Neither my wife, Conway nor myself sufferea as 
much, aithough we had the disease pretty badly.

Mapnip, September The establishment of 
local quarantine, or lazaretto, is forbidden through- 
out Spain, except by express authority of the Gov- 
ernment. The cholera is not spreading. Two chil- 
dren died at the lazaretto to-day, of a disease sus 
pected to have been cholera. At Elche eight fresh 
cases and four deaths are reported since last ac- 
counts; at Noveldo, seven fresh cases. 

KING HUMBERT 6 DEVOTION. 

Rome, September 12.—Italy has abolished the 
quarantine against cholera on the French frontier. 
King Humbert has given $60,000 for the relief of the 
cholera sufferers at Naples. The condition of 
affairs at Naples continued to improve throughout 
last night, Wooden huts are building for the 
sheer of the poor and sick.

Public Opinion Opposed to a Policy 
of Exclusion.

The Workingman's Right to Enjoy the Ex- 
position Sustained on *Change — Sunday 
Opening Suupported by Leagling Business 
Men—What They Think and Why They 
Think It—An Expression Both Extended 
and Unanimous,

A Post-Dispatcn reporter circulated on Change 
this morning in search of opinions on the subject of 
keeping the Exposition closed oa Sunday against 
workingmen and others who would like to enjoy its 
beauties and profit by its lessons, and was surprised 
at the unanimity of opinion which prevailed in the 
great commercial center in favor of the Sunday 
opening. It is known that the Exchange is almost 
wholly constituted of men who have abundance of 
time during the week to enjoy a visit to 
the great show, and, as the opponents to the Sun 
day opening movement are entirely recruited from 
this lucky and bappy class of people, it was rather 
to be expected that the Exchange members would 
lift their brows in holy horror at the idea of work- 
ingmen and others being allowed on one day of the 
week an opportunity of sharing the pleasure they 
had enjoyed on the other six. The event proved- 
otherwise; with the exception of a couple of mem. 
bers, who did not care to interfere with any action 
the Exposition directors might take, all who were 
interviewed on the subject came out fairly and 
squarely in favor of the Sunday opening. 

PRESIDENT D. R. F RANCIS 
said: “By all means let the Exposition be 
opened on Sunday, and give the workingman 


a chance to see the great display. It costs us, who 
can go when we please during the week just twenty- 
five cents to visit the Exposition. If a workingman 
oes it will cost him a day's pay in addition to 
the twenty-five cents. I don see why this dis- 
crimination in the cost of enjoying a public insti- 
tution of this kind should be made against the poor 
man and em favor of the rich one, Let the Ex- 
position managers give allan equal chance to see 
the show; they can't doitif they keep the doors 
closed against the working people on Sunday.“ 
J. C. EWALD, 
ex-President of Exchange was not less 
empathic in his opinion. “Open the Exposition on 
Sunday by all means.“ he said; to close its doors 
on Sunday against those who cannot get there on 
any other day would ran injustice. 
I have conversed with many of my 
friends on this subject and they are a 
unit in favor of having the doors flung open on Sun- 
day. Among those whose opinions I b was a 
very large manufacturer, who said that, not only 
was he desirous of seeing the show opened on that 
day, but that if this was done he would buy 400 tick- 
ets and supply each of his workingmen with one.” 
FRANK GAIENNE, 
said: “There is no doubt that there are in the city 
large numbers of people who are not able to visit 
the Exposition during week days, but who would 
gladly seize the opportunity to go there on Sunday. 
Icannot see how the interests of morality can be 
subserved by excluding these people on that day. 
MICHAEL M ENNIS, 
remarked: “I like the movement which the Posr- 
Dieparcn has started in favor of giving the work- 
ingmen and others who have no 
chance to see the Exposition during the week 
an opportunity of doing so on Sunday. At the same 
time the directors should take pains that mo one's 
religioos feelings be hurt. I would not like osee 
the Exposition open on Sunday morning, because 
crowds on the street at that time would tend to in- 
terfere with public worship, the bulk of which oc- 
curs at that time of day. i the show was opened 
at. say, 2 in the afternoon on Sundays, ample op- 
portunity will be given to all to attend it, andI am 
sure that large numbers would take advantage of 
it, who would otherwise never see the show. 
not only the workingmen to whom the Sunday clos- 
ing would prove ahardship. There are lots of buai- 
ness men who are kept so busy during the week 
that they have notime for amusement, and why 
such a source of rational and profitable enjoyment 
as the Exposition provides, should be closed to him 
on Sunday, is difficult to understand, If the Expo- 
sition people wisely decide to open on Sunday, I 
shall take great pleasure in gathering up my grand- 
children, and taking them all thereon that day. 
Ihave no chance to take them any other 
day, as their holiday is on Thoreday. and 1 ee 
heartily enjoy the pleasure of a visit there or 
the circumstances I have described. To the work- 
ingman, however, the closing of the doors against 
them would prove a great hardship. They have no 
opportunity whatever of going during the working 
week. When the workingman has got through his 
day's work he is too tired to enjoy the show. If he 
did decide to go, by the time he his supper 
aud put himself in shape for the visit he would get 
there so late that there would be no time left to ex- 
amine the Exposition in a satisfactory way. Right

the Household, who also is paid $4,520 and like- 
wise does nothing. 

The B arc of Green Cloth is composed of the 
four above-mentioned officials and ad judicates 
on offences committed in certain of the 
palace; to assist them in their onerous duties, 
they have a secretary at $1,500 a year, three 
accounting clerks at $1,000 a year each, divers 
other clerks to the number of six, and one fe- 
male assistant. 

The clerk of the kitchen is an important func- 
tionary, evidenced by the fact t he gets 

3,00 a year and found.“ Under him he 
seven clerks to keep accounts, check goods as 
they are received, and give the necessary orders 
to the tradespeople. 

The chief receives $3,500 a year, and his four 
assistant cooks $1,750 each, with the privilege 
of each taking an apprentice, the latter having 
to pay a premium of about $1,000, There are 
six other assistant cooks, and twelve helpers of 
different kinds. 

The head of the confectionery department of 
the kitchen receives $1,500 yearly; and his as- 
sistant #1,250, they having six assistants; in ad- 
dition there are the pastry cook and baker, 
with four assistants, and three women havin 
charge of the coffee-room, The linen is look 
after in the ‘‘ewer” department, consisting of a 
yeoman and two assistants. 

The chief butler receives $2,500 a year. He 
holds an important ition, inasmuch as he se- 
lects and buys all the wines used in the royal 
household. To properly arrange the table 
fore the Queen’s dinner is served there are two 
principal table deckers, with $1,000 a year each, 
a second table decker at $750, a third at $450, 
and an assistant with $260, 

The least liberal salaries probably are those 
paid to the three yeomen having charge of the 

late pantry, whose united salariés amount to 

yut $2,150, while the valuables intrusted to 

their care are estimated to be worth from $10,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000, They have six assist- 
ants. The care of her Majesty's coals must be 
an arduous duty, as it is intrusted to no less 
than thirteen persons. 

The first and second lamplighters receive 
$500 a year each and board money, and have 
seven assistants. 

The Court of the Marshalsea is a regular 
court of justice attached to the Queen's house- 
hold, having jurisdiction over all places within 
twelve miles from Whitehall. The Lord Stew- 
ard is the judge, the function of the court being 
to administer justice between the Queen's do- 
mestic servants. This court was established 
by Henry VIII., and now costs tho nation $9,- 
620 a year, not including the salary of the chief 
of the police of this court (who is called Knight 
Marsha!), $2,500 a year, and his eight 
ants, with $500 a year each. 

On Maundy Thursday of each year,and twice 
a year in Scotland Yard, alms are distributed 
tothe poor. The almonry is the office that 
looks after these distributions,the two principal 
oflicers of which are called the Hereditary 
Grand Almoner and the Lord High Almoner. 
Both offices are honorary, but they have a 
secretary, who receives $1,750 a year, about 
the amount distributed to the poor on Maundy 
Thursday. 

The Lord Chamberlain receives $10,000 a 
year and the vice-Chamberlain $4,620. They 
superintend all the officers and servants be- 
longing to the Queen's chambers except the 
bed chambers, these being under the groom of 
the stole, as well as the officers of the ward- 
robe. All entertainments given in the palace 
are under their care, and they have to auditall 
accounts connected with royal marriages, cor- 
onations, funerals, etc. To assist the Cham- 
berlain there are a comptroller of accounts, an 
inspector of accounts, three clerks, and four 
messengers, their united salaries amounting to 
$15,550, 

In this department also is the keeper of her 
Majesty's Privy Purse,who receives a of 
$10,000 a year and a percentage on ber Ma. 
wt ys privy purse. He is the financial secretary 
to the Queen. 

The mistress of the robes draws a salary of 
$2,500, and the groom of the robes $4,000, with 
three assistants. There are also eight ladies of 
the bedchamber, who each in rotation wait on 
her Majesty a fortnight at a time. 

The Queen’s niaids of honor are eight in 
number, and receive $1,500 a year each. They 
attend her Majesty two at a time for a month, 
thus serving but three months in the year, 

The bedchamber women are the same in num- 
ber as the maids of honor. receive the same sal- 
ary, and serve in rotation in the same manner. 
They are only expected, however, to figure on 
state occasions. 

Next we have eight lords in waiting, the 
grooms in waiting, the gentlemen ushers of the 
privy chamber, daily waiters, grooms of the 
8 chambers, quarterly waiters, grooms of 

© great chamber, and thirty-two gentlemen of 
the privy chamber. 

These last named receive no pay whatever, 
except the honor of the thing, while the first

WHITE HAIRS IN BLOOD. 


A Hideous Discovery in a Railway 
Office at Augusta, Mo. 


—— 


William Vales, the Aged Watchman, Found 
Dead— His Body Ignited by the Murderer 
to Conceal the Crime— The Flames Ex- 
tinguished by the Old Man’s Blood. 


Abavsra. AR., September 12,—A most foul murder 
was committed last night in the superintendent's 
Office of the Augusta aud Sommerville Street Rail- 
way of this __ city. Wiliam Valea, an 
aged white man and night watchman 
of the company, was found this morning dead in 
the office with a fearful contusion on the back of hie 
head, and the body burned toa crisp. By him lay a 
pickaxe and an oil-can showing the terrible weapons 
used to compass the murder and the method by 
which its perpetrator endeavored to wipe 
out all vestige of the brutal deed. The 
body had been saturated with oil 
and set on fire, burning it almost to acinder from 
head to feet and burning holes into the floor beneath 
him. Tue object evidently was to burn down the 
building, and the conflagration was only stopped by 
the pools of blood which saturated the 
space about the dead man's body. 
A desk near by was pried open and 
$35 were taken off. Vales, who was over 60 years 
of age, was making the rounds of the premises at 
the time and probably was about to wind his watch 
at 11 o'clock as the last puncture in the. diel showed 
half past ten. There is no clew to the murder, which 
was evidently performed by some one acquainted 
with the place. Two arrest have been made, and 
there is much indignation in the neighborhood. 
The Coroner's jury has commended the inquest 
and adjourned till to-morrow.
